G. G. MANN 


There passed away at the Indian 
Agency, Hobbema, on Thursday of 
last week, George Gwytne Mann, who 
was One of the oldest sattlers in Al- 
berta. He was born at Bowmanvill: 
seventy-three years ago, and camv 
to this province in 1872 as Indian a- 
gent. Fle spent many years at Sad- 
dle Lake and Onion Lake, and about 
eight years ago was transferred to 
the Hobbema reservation. The late 
Mr. Mann had many thrilling exper- 
iences during his sojourn among the 
wilds of this country, especially dur- 
ing the Reil rebellion, when he, and 
his family were taken prisoners and 
held for several months, 

Up to a couple of years ago, since 
which time he has becn an invalid, 
deceased was a man of rugged char- 
acter and staunch principles. An 
early settler of the co=ntry he saw 
a great deal of ° pioneer life, and 
shortly after his arrival here, having 
grasped the possibiliti:s of the great 
West, the watched with the keenest in-

bufflo meat. A storm came on, and 
it was not till two’ weeks later that 
his body was found on the prairie. 
His face, turned up, was calm and 
thoughtful looking, with no sign of 
pain or distress. His work waa done 
and his dying bed was the great 
western prairie under the open sky; 
a fitting close to this rugged life of 
apostolic spirit and deed,

NEW HOMESTEADS IN B. C. 


Prince George, Sept. 26.— Monday, 
October 9, is the date given by the 
British Columbia Government fer 
throwing open for settlement two 
separate tracts of land in central 
British Columbia, containing a total 
of four hundred homesteads of 160 
acres oach. Up to the preseat these 
lands have been reserved by the Bri- 
tish Columbia government, but the 
progress of settlement in the revent 
months has Veen so rapid as fo make 
it desirable to throw additions, area 
of land open for settlement. Appli- 
cations for the land have to he made 
through the office of the British Uol- 
umbia . government agent at Fart 
Fraser, where most of the land in 
question is situated. 

One series of townships lie along 
the north side of the Nechako r‘ver, 
about eight miles east of Fort Fras- 
er, while the other block lies on the 
west side of Stuart river near its 
junction with the Nechako river.

A NECESSITY 


Many Cangdians have returned from 
summer outifyys, of which the princi- 
pal attraction and benefit were the 
enjoyment of the open air. Living in 
the open has health yalues superior 
to any artificial cures, and, during 
the warmer months, is fully enjoyed 
by: Canad ans. Today fresh air isa 
Tecognized remedy for tuberculosis 
and pnewmonia and a preventive of 
disease goncrally, 


It is regrettable that the interiors 
of the majority of homes in Canade 
are breeding places for disease, be- 
cause of the diflicuities in admitting 
fresh air.) Foul air, containing ex- 
halations from the lungs of the in- 
mates, constitutes the atmosphere in 
many homes, and it cannot 'be cther- 
wise when houses are built to ex- 
ciude the external air, 


It is a common nistake to confuse 
heat and bad air or cold anh. good 
air. The atmosphere may be bodow 
freeing and still be bad, or it may 
De excessively warm and still be pure 

Buildings should be ventilated so 
hat it wil be impossible for the oc- 
eipants to breathe air already used. 
A sinple means of keeping the air-of 
aroom fresh is by a cross draft,;se- 
cired by open windows on cither side 
of the holse. Where there are win- 
dows on one side’ of a room only, 
the upper sash\’should be lowered 
and the lower one raised. This  al- 
lows the warm, foul ‘air to escape dy 
the opening above the upper sash and 
the pure cold air to enter below the 
Tower sash. 

To utilize the opening above the 
upper sash of a window and at ihe 
same time to lower the window shady 
ehe latter maybe attached to the 
Yoller hy four or five pieces of tape | 
about five inches long. This leaves a } 


spaco between the roller and shade 
through wheh the impure air may 
escape. ‘The shade should also be 


shortened so that when drawn down 
to expose the opening at the top it 
leaves an opening also at the hot- 
tom, This will permit constant 
Changing of the air of a room. 
Canadians should beas fond of 
fresh air in winter as in summer. 
The henetit of the three or feur sim 
mwr months with the open-air lifo is 
often offset by the shuttivs in 
cess adopted in the autumn, and the 
life and vigour displayed during the 
open-air months are frequently  al-

ing facts that their Zeppelins oi 
submarines alike have heen a mili:- 
ary failure, and to forget also that 
the war is going: against them on ev- 
ery battle line.

Red. Deer, Sept. 23.—At this morn- 
ing’s session of the supreme court, 
Charles: Clausen, of Red Deer, was 
found guilty by the jury of having 
committed sedition a year ago, and 
was sentenced to pay a fine of $500, 
and in default of payment, to one 
year in jail, the prisoner to remain 
in custody until the fine s paid. 

The prisoner was charged with hav- 
ing said that ii he had King: George 
here he would kill him, that the Ger- 
mans did .right in killing Miss Cavell 
that he hoped that all shipt carrying 
Canadian or [Snglish soldiers would 
Bink before they reached the other 
side, that the Germans were right tin 
sinking the Lusitania and were right 
in blowing up bridges, and that if 
he were there he would kill all the 
green Hnglishmen he could, as they 
were all no good and mostly fools 
and junatics, a 

These statements were made to 
three uynen, neighbors of the prisoner, 
and when there was only the accused 
and one other person present. 

The evidence of the accused and 
his father; was a denial of everythjng 
and after.the charge of both counsels 
and his lordship, the jury, after a 
short retirement, returned a verdict 
of guilty on all counts.
